. of Plipies A pe, in like manner as Iulius Capitolinus, 


Plinius Cacilius, and Sidonius Apollinaris reporte, 
that Titian was called the Ape of the Orators,and 
Arulen the Ape of the Stoiks. But theſe men conſi- 
der not, that ſuch are wont to be called Apes, as ey- 
ther repeatethinges written by others altogether in 
the ſame order without alteration, or els ſuch as 
counterfer, not the Authors but their ſhaddowes.

. Here i is no certain- 
tie left in writing by them 
that are skilfull, in what 
time Julius Solinus floriſhed. 
Which thing I beleeue to 
haue happened, becauſe the 
monuments of ſuch as writ 

after him, periſhed almoſt 
ina. „ at ſuch time as the barbarovs nations 
made bauock of all thinges. I maruell that the cõ- 
piler of the Supplement of Chronicles (in all o- 
ther reſpects a baſe wrightet) hath reported that 
this Solinus floriſhed in the time of Auguſtus Ceſar, 
to whom he ſurmiſeth him to haue dedicated hys 
Polyhiſtor. For it is euident that in this worke, 
Solinus maketh mention of the Emperor 22 
dooings. Furthermore hee ſpeaketh of Swetoniue 
Pauliuus, who Plinie ſaw, as he witneſſeth himſelfe. 
Beſides this, Solinus hath drawn almoſt all his mat- 
tex out of Plinies fountaines, and yet neueriheleſſe

that he was, when norwithſtanding it is apparant, | 


that Plinie botowed many n ol him into 
his work. The ſame fault allo might bee imputed 
to Dioſcorides (for it miglit bee fouride im Ammon 
which of them purloyned from other) if het ſap- 


preſſing the name of Pliaie, haue filched ſo manie 


thinges outof him, They that haue written moſte 
preciſely of the liues and manners of Xenophon arid 
Plato, and ſundry other things ofthEjrepvrttharin 
al the nũbers of Volumes which eche of the wrate, 
neyther Plato made once mention of the name of 
renpban not en of the name of Tar.

jech from Porphjrio? V Vhat ſhall wee fay of fixe 


hundred others, who in long ee e | 


the names of them from whom they borowed 
them, haue york fot word atcributed all thinges to 
cheniſelues? No man doubteth'ue that Aal Gel- 
lis che yery Diamond of the Latin tongue, profi- 
ted gtcatly by reading Liuie, and yer hee will not in 
any wiſe that Linie tlie prince of Latin Hiſtotio- 
graphers ſhould be pirtaker of hys Nyghts: Yer 
am I not of the opinion of fum men, which thinke 
that Solinus made no mention of Plinis, in hope 
that Plinies works ſhould vtterly haue periſfied, & 
ſo his colleckions onely fiaue remained, and in pro- 
ceſſe of time no man fhoulde haue bin able to diſ- 
chuer his filching, as Florus and Iuſtine are thought 
to aue ttauelled to the like end & purpoſe. Wolde 
God there were none other cauſe then this of the 
fofſe-of fo many good Authors, Then (to paſſe o- 
uerthe Greekes by the way) the monuments of 
Cato, Varro, Nigidius, Saluſt, Hyginius, Celſus, Enni- 
ws, Furius, Varius, Actius, Neuius, and Pacuuius, all 
noble Authors, (which noweareperifhed, to the 
great hinderaunce of Students) ſhoulde haue re- 
mained ynto this day. But how ſoeuerthe caſe ſtan 
deth, Solinus courteouſly confeſſeth, that whatſoe- 
uer he hath comprehended in hys Polyhiſtor, pro- 
teedeth out of moſt allowed Authors - ad he cha- 
lengeth nothing for his owne,in as much as (ſayth 
hee) the diligence of men in olde time hath beene 
ſuch, chat nothing hath continued yntouched to

our day es. And againe he ſayth plainly, that hee 
leaueth the auouching of the trueth of thinges, to 
ſuch Authots as hee hath followed in this worke. 
Neither is it to be vpbraided to Solinus a5 a ſhame, 
that hee hath cuery where followed Plinie ,; more 
then Virgil is to be found fault with for tranſlating 
into his worke the verſes of the auncient Poets, & 
ſpecially of Homer. For it is no ſmall commenda- 
tion to counterfet ſinguletly a ſinguler Author. 
That Solinus 1 is to be coniectu- 
ted both by his phraſe of e e alſo for chat 
commonly when occaſion ſerueth to ſpeake of the 
Romaines, hee is wont in moſt places tocall them 
our men, or my countrymen. Not onely che latter 
wrytcrs, (as Sipontinus, Perottus, Domittus, Calde- 
rinus, Angelus Politianus, Hermolaus Barbarus, I anus 
Parr haſius, and diuers others ſuch like, whom not 
without cauſe a man might account among the 
auncient wryters) But Seruius alſo in his ſeconde 
booke vpon V irgills Husbandry, and Priſcian, two 
of the ſixe notable Gramarians, haue cited the au- 
thoritie of Solinus by name. Alſo the interpreter of 
Dennis, (whither it were Priſcian or Rhemniuus) 
hath oftentimes put whole ſentences of Solinuſſis 
in his verſes, If I be not deceiued, all that which 
Macrobius reciteth of the diviſion of the yeere, and 
of the odde dayes, arc Solinuſis, Moreouer, the 
Doctors of the Church, Ierem, Ambroſe, and Au- 
Fen, and other Doctors alſo, haue many times bo- 


towed ſentences worde for worde out of Solinus.

For 
I confeſie my ſelfe to haue fudied earneſtly certaine 
choyſe Bookes to the intent to digreſſe further of fro 
thinges knowne , and to make longer tariance in 
things more ſtrange. Recital of places occupyeth the 
mo part of this works, as whereunts the whole mat- 
ter is ſomewhat inclined of it ſelfe. And heereof I 
minded in ſuch wyſe to entreate, as I might ſet out 
the platts of the famous Lands, & the notable Bayes 
of the Sea, euery one in theyr order, keeping the ac- 
caſtomed diſtinſtion of the world. 

Alſo I haue interlaced many thinges ſome what 

a fering (but not diſagreeing) from the matter, to 
the intent that (if nothing els, yet at leaitwyſe) the 
varietie it ſelfe myght eaſe the wearines of the Rea- 
ders. Heerewythall j haue expreſſed the natures of 
men and other lyuing things. And not a few things 
are added concerning ſtraunge Trees and Stones: cõ- 
cerning the shapes of farborne people and concer- 
ning the diuerſities of cuſtomes of unknows nations. 
AM oreoner there are diners thinges worthy to be in- 
treated of which to paſſe ouer, I thought had beene a 
poynt of negligence , inaſmuch as they be auouched 
by the authority of moſt allowed wryters, which thing 
ineſpecially I would your wyſedome shoulde vnder- 
ſtand. For what can wee callenge properly far our

This Cacus inhabited a- place named Salines- 
whereas is now the Gate called Trigemina il ho 
(as Celius repoꝛteth) being ſent to ward by Tarchon 
the Tyrrhenian (to whom he tame of Ambaſſade from 
King N ar ſias, attompanied with Megales the Phry- 
gian) bzake out of pꝛiſon, and refurning from whence 
he came, rapſed a greater puiſſaunce, and ſubdued all 
the Country about the River Vulturnus 4 Campane. 


Wpere with breing not content, as he attempted the

when Caius Pompeius Gallus , and Quintus Ver anius 
were Conſuls,if was the eygbt bundꝛes and firſt vert 
from the building of the Cittie: which time of theyz 
Conſalſhipp was regiſtred in the. common Recozdes, 
to be the two hundꝛeth and ſeuenth Olimpiad. Nowe 
multiplie two hundꝛed and fire Olimpiads by foure, 


and they ſhall amount to eyght hundꝛed and —_ 
. faure yeres,to the which mult bee added þ firft pere 


ol the ſeauenth Dlimpiad,to make vp full twenty and 
fine aboue epght hundzed. Dat of the which ſumme, 
abate twenty and foure yeres foz'the fire Dlimpiads 
that were behind: and the remnant Gall: appeare fo 
be eyabt handzed and one yeres.. UWherefoze ſ&ing 
that the beginning of the two hundꝛed and ſeauen O⸗ 
limpiad is accounted foz the eyght hundꝛeth and firffe 
yeere of the building of the Cittie, it is to bee beliued 
that Rome was builded the firſt yere of the ſeauenth 
Olimpiad. The which was gouerned by Ringes two 


CTennement was erected the ther hundzed and ſecond: 
ptere. The firſt Punick warre was begun the fours. 
hundꝛed foureſcoze and ninth yere, The ſecond Pu- 


nick war, the llue hundzed and thirty flue peere. The 


third Panick warre, the ſtre hundꝛed and foure. The 
warre of the Confederats, the ſire hundzed thateſcoze 
and ſecond yere. Unto the yere that Hiro and Pan 
fa wers Conluls,there had paſſed ſeanen hundꝛed and 
tenne peres.: In the time of whoſe Conſulſhip, Ce- 


Cæſar Auguſtus, far Auguſtat was created Canſull in the eyghteenth- 


peere of his age. Ulho ſo behaued himſelfe-in the en⸗ 
frye of his raigne , that thzough pes e. 
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neſſe, tbe Empyꝛe of Rome was not onely in quiet, 
but alſo ſafe and fre from ali danger. Tbe which time 
was almoſt alone fo be found, wherein warres fo the 
moſt part had longeſt diſcontinuance, and wits chiefly 
flozifhed. Undoubfedly to the intent that during thys 
vacation time, when warres ceaſed, the exerciſes of 
bertne ſhould not grobe out of vze.

The Lauini- 
ans of Italy in thirteene: and this their yere was re- 
pozted to be of tha hundzed thꝛeeſcoꝛe and fourteene 
daxyes. The Romaines at the firſte, accounted ten mo⸗ 
nethes ſoꝛ a pere, beginning at March. In ſo much 
that in the firſte day thereof, they kindled fire on the 
Altars of ea, thep ſhifted they2 olde Baye Gar⸗ 
landes fo2 Greene,the Senate and people choſe newe 
Officers, the Patrons ſerued they2 ſernaunts at the 
Table, in like ſozt as the Paſters did at the feaſts of 


C. ii. Faturne: 
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Saturns: the Patrons to the intent thꝛough this cour⸗ 
teſie to pꝛouoke the to þ moze obediente, the Maiſters 
as it were to rewarde them in reſpect of theyꝛ paynes 
taken: ſpectally ſeeing this moneth is the firſt , and 
chiefe of all the reſt, which may wel be pꝛonued, in that 
the fift moneth from it was called Qxintilis, when 
the full number was fulfilled. December did cloſe vp 
the whole circuit within the thꝛee hundꝛed and foure 
dap. Fo2 af that time thys number of dapes aceom⸗ 
pliſhed the peere, lo that ſixe monethes were of thirty 
dapes a peece,and the other foure had thirty and one 
a peece. But fozaſmuch as that account befoze the 
comming of Numa differed: from the courſe of the 
Pone, they ſupplyed the peere to the computati⸗ 
on of the Poone, by putting thereto one and fiffys 
dayes. To the intent therfoze to make vp full twelue 


monethes, they tooke from eche of the ſayd ſixe mo⸗ 


nethes one dap, and put them to theſe one and fiftye, 
and ſo made iuſt fifty and ſeauen, the which were de⸗ 
uided info twomonethes, whereof the one contained 
twentie and nine dayes, the other twentp and eyght. 
So the peere began to haue thꝛee hundzed fiftye & flue 


dayes. After ward, when they perceiued the pere o 


be vnaduiſedly determined within the foꝛeſapd dates, 
fozaſmuch as it appeared that the Sunne finiſhed not 
bys ful courſe in the Zodiack,befoze þ thꝛee bundzeth 
thꝛeeſcoꝛe and fift day, wyth the ouerplus welneere of 
a quarter of a day : they added that quarter and fenne 


dapes, to the intent the yeere ſhould conſiſt of ful the 
bundzed thꝛeeſcoꝛe and ſiue dayes, and the fourth part 


ok a day, Whereuntfo they were the rather induced 
fo2 obſeruing the odde number, which (acedꝛding to 
the doctrine of Pyrhagorat) ought to be pꝛeferred in all 
thinges. 

And heerevpon it commeth to paſle,that — 
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fo hys odde dayes is dedicated fo the Gods ſupernal, 
and Feb2uary fo2 bys euen dayes as vnlucky is allot- 
fed to the Gods infernall. @Zberefoze wben as thys 
oꝛder of account ſœmed alowable to the whole wozld, 
foz the exacter keeping of the ſapd quarter, it was of 
diuers Nations diuerſly added, and pet it could neuer 
be bꝛought fo paſſe, to fal out euen with the time. The 
Greekes abated out of every veere eleven dayes, and 
the fourth part of a dag: Which beeing eyght tymes 
multiplped, they reſerued to the ninth peere, to the 


intent that the number of nine being gathered into 


one groſſe ſamme,might be deuided into 3. monethcs 
ofthirty dayes a peece, The which being reſtoꝛed a⸗ 
gaine the ninth peere, made foure hundꝛed fozty and 
foure dayes , Which they called odde oꝛ ſuperfluous 
dapes. The Romaanes liked well of this reckoning at 
the firſt. But afterward millpking it in reſpect of the 
euen number,they neglected it, and within ſhoꝛt ſpace 
fo2gof it, committing the oꝛder of the addition to the 
Pꝛieſtes: who fo pleaſure the folegatherers in they 
accounts, did after thepꝛ owne fancy ſhozten oz leng- 


then the peere as thep lyſted. 


Whyle thinges ſfoode in this caſe , and that the 
manner of adding was ſometime too ſhoꝛt, and ſome⸗ 
time to long, oz els diſſembled and let lip alfogether: 
it happened oftentimes that the monethes which bad 
beene woont to paſſe in Ulinfer , fell one whyle in 
Sommertime,and another while in the fal of p leafe. 
Caius Ceſar therefoze to the intent to ſet a ſtay in this 
variablencſſe, did cutte of all tbis furmoyiing of the 
tymes. And that the erro2 foꝛellppped myght be redu⸗ 
ted to ſome certaine ſtaiedneſſe: he added twenty and 
one dapes and ſire houres at a time, by meanes wher- 


of. the monethes being dzawn backe to theyz accuſto⸗

That onely yere ther- 
foze had the hundꝛed and foure and fozfy dates, and 
all the reſt after ward had thzee hund2zed th2eeſco2e and 
fine daies, and ſire howzes. This notwithſtanding, 
then alſo was a default commitfed by P2icſtes. Foz 
whereas oꝛder was taken that they ſhoulde euerpe 
foure-yetre adde one daie, which ongbt ts haue beens 
done at the ende of the fourth yere , beſoꝛe the fifte 
peere began, they reckoned it in the beginning of the 
fourth peere, and not in the ende By meancs wherof, 
in thirtie and fire yeres, whereas nine daies had been 


ſufficient, twelue dates were reckoned. The which 


beeing eſpied, Anguſtus reſozmed in this wiſe, Mer 
commaunded that twelue yeres ſhould paſſe without 
leape, to the intent » thoſe thz& dates aboue the nine, 
which were ſuperfluonfly added, might by this means 
be recompenſed. Uppon which diſcipline was after- 
ward grounded the oꝛder of all times. Notwithſfan- 
ding, albeit that fo2 theſe and many other thinges, we 
may thinke our ſelues beholding to the raigne of Au- 
guſtus, who was almoſt perreleſſe in his gouernment: 
pet there are to be found ſo manie miſ⸗foꝛtunes in his 
life, that a manne can not eaſily diſcerne whither bee 
were moze miſerable oz happy. Firft;foz that in bis 
ſute to his Uncle fo2 the Lieuetenantſhip of the hozſ⸗ 
men, Lepidus the Tribune was pꝛeferred befoze bim, 
not without a certaine fople of his firff attempts. De- 
condlie,fo2 that he was greatlie anoted by the autho- 
ritie of Antony iopned with him in the office of the 
-Zh:emen,and with the battell at Philippo,Mhirdly 
fo2 the hatred that bee raiſed againſt himſelfe fo2 pꝛo⸗ 
clayming the Noblemen Trayto2s : The diſheriting 
of Agrippa, (bozne after the deceaſe o his Father)

Foz they bedge in their haunts with pꝛicking ſhzubs, 
and ſharpe ſpꝛigges, to the intent ſuch beaſtes as are 
nopſome vnto them may bee kept off with the ſharp⸗ 
neſſe of the thoꝛnes. Under their Egges they lap duſt; 
and thep come and goe pꝛiuilp, leaſt theyz often haun⸗ 
ting ſhould bewꝛap the place. Pany times p Hennes 
remoue the egges out of the wap, to deceiue p Cocks, 
who trouble them out of all meaſure with theyz con⸗ 
tinaall flickering about them. There is fighting as

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thoſe which are '6acrcome,tw abide the other fo fread 
them as if they were Hennes. They are ſo ranke of 
nature, that if the winde do but bow from p Cocks, 
the Hennes become with egge, euen wyth the verye 
ſent of them. And if anie mannt come neere the place 
where they ſitte, the Hennes ſpꝛinging foꝛth do cer 
themſelues of their obone actoꝛde to the commers, and 
fepgning ſome default in their fete oꝛ their winges, 
(as though they might be by and by caught) they coũ⸗ 
terket a ſlowe pace befoꝛe them.

Ther 
is on the top of it an Altar dedteafed to Jupirer, where 
vpon if any part of the in warde be layd, they are ney⸗ 
tber blowne a fander wyth blaſtes of the wynde, noꝛ 
waſhed away with rapne: but when the-yeere comes 
about againe, they are founde the lelſe ſame that they 
were left.

Fo2 he had ſo god ſueceſſe in encreas 
lick, ſing his ſubſtaunce, that he firſt of all men, ſent Jmas 
ges of cleane golde foꝛ a git , one to Apollo at Del» 
phos, and another to Japiter at Elis. He was greatlie 
giuen to delight hys hearing: inſomuch that foz bys 
pleaſures ſake, he entertained with bonourable penſi⸗ 
ons as long as he lined manie that were canning vp - 
pon Inſtruments, among whom was Pyndarus the 
Harper. From this man Arcbelaus receined the king⸗ 
Kinge Archelaus dome. who was a politick Pzince in feates of warre, 
2 loger of Lear- and the firſte deuiſer of battell vppon the Sea-Tbys 
ning, Archelaus was ſo great a louer of learning,.Þ he made 
Euripides the Tragitall Poet, one of his pꝛiuie Coun⸗ 
ſell, Af whoſe burial, he was not content fo follow the 
Merſe onelie,but alſo be ſhoꝛe his hayze, and vftered 
in counfenauuce the ſozrowe that be conceined in hys 
hart. The ſame Arcbelaus winning the wager in run 
ning with Chariots at the gaminges of Pythia and 
Ol:mpus,ſhewed himſelfe rather to haue the hart of a 
glozious Greeke then of a royall Bing, in ſeeking that 
kind of pꝛapſe. After Arcbela«s the ſtate of Macedony 
being troubled with diCention,at laſt was ſtayed in 
the raigne of Amyz:a, who had thꝛe Sons, of whom 
Alexander ſucceeded his Father: who being diſpat- 
ched out of the way, the fruition of that great pꝛehe⸗ 
minence was firſt giuen to Perdicas: by whoſe deceaſe 
the Ringdome was left by inherifance-vnto his Bꝛo⸗ 
ther Philip, who (as we tolde you befoꝛe) loſt hys right

He trauailed ouer the wozlde, vſing 
the direction of Ariſtatle and Calliſthenet. Yee tonque- 
red Aſia the leſſe, Armeny, Iberia, Albany, Cappado- 
cia, Syria, and Egypt. Ve paſſed ouer p Mountaines 
Taurus and Caucaſus : He ſubdued the Bactrians: ht 
raigned ouer the Medes and Perſians: Yee wan Inde, 
and went bepond all that Liber and Hercules reached 
vnto. Pe was of perſonage moꝛe ffatelie than Ban, 
with long and ſtraight necke, cheerefull x clœre eyes, 
cherkes ruddy with a pleaſantneſſe, and comelp featu⸗ 
ted in all pzopoztions of bodpe, not without a certaine 
muieſtie. Bering congueroz of all men, hee was hym⸗ 
ſelte a thꝛall to wyne and wꝛath. Thꝛough ſarfette of 
dzumenneſſe he died at Babylon, ſomewhat after a 
moꝛe vaſe and vncomelp ſoꝛte then he had lpued. Wee 
linde that thoſe that came after him, were bozye ra- 
ther to increaſe the gloꝛp of the Romaines, then to ins 
herite ſo great renowne. Macedony bꝛingeth ſooꝛth a 
Cone which they call Pzantis, The common repozte 
goeth, that this ſtone doth belpe Momen, bothe in the 
time of theyz conception, and in the time of their la⸗ 
bour, At is founde much about the Tombe of Tyreſias.

Mount Hæmus hath p tombe 
of Polydore to ſhewe,on that ſide which the Scyt bians 
Aroteres de inhabit,and it hath the Cittie which in 
olde time was called Gerania, and is nowv called of the 
barbarous people Cattruza, from whence the repozte 
goeth that the Pygmæans were d2yucn by Cranes. 
Surelp it is manifeſt that Cranes in the wynter 
time dw flye in great heards towards the Nozth, and 
it ſhall not græue me to declare whither, and in What 
ſoꝛt they direct their ñght. They march in arape as it 
were an Armie vnder an Enſigne. And leaſt the vio- 
lence of the windes ſhould dziue them from the coaſte 
to which they direc they2 courſe, they goꝛge theſclues 
wyth Sande, and balace themſelues by taking vppe 
ffoncs of ameaſurable waigbt. Then they mount as 
high as they can, to the intent from thence (as from a 
hygh watchtowze) to aime the Landes which they 
would goe vnto. Þe that is ſureſt of wyng goeth be⸗ 
foꝛe the Hearde, and with his clarying rebuketh their 
ſlothfulneſſe, and cauſcth the trapne behinde fo make 
haſte after. When he wereth hoarce, another takes 
his rome. When they ſhall paſſe the Sea of Pontus, 
they ſeeke foz the narroweſt places, which they may 
eaſilie finde by eye ſight, and they are befweene Tauri-

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and the Rammes head. As ſone as they knowe them⸗ 
ſelues to be paſt the mid channel!, they diſburden tbẽ⸗ 
ſelues of the ones in tbeyꝛ feete, Do the Shipmenne 
repoꝛt, who by ſuddaine aduenture haue oftentpmes 
bene rapned vppon wyth they2 ſtonie ſhowers, As 
fo they2 Sande, che put it not vp againe befo2e they 
be well aſſured of theyꝛ abpding.

Whoſos 
euer feareth anie daunger among his owne Countri⸗ 
men, if be flye to the Arimphæans, hee is as ſafe as in 
a @anctuarie, Beyond theſe are the Cimmerians, and 
the nation of the Amazons, extending fo the Caſpian 
Sea, which fiyding along the backe part of Aſia, faleth 


into khe Scythiſh Ocean. A great way of from thence 


is the mouth of the Ryner Oxus: and there inhabite 
the Hircans, a Country full ofrowgh wods, plentiful 
of cruell wilde Beaſtes, and ſtozed aboundantly with 
Tpgers, a kinde of Beaſtes notable fo2 the goodiye 
ſpottes wherewith their coates are powdzed,and foz 
theyz lwiftnes. 

Their colour is a bꝛigbt pellowe: which beeing 
powdzed with dꝛops of black, make a very trim (how 
by reaſon of the var ietie thereof. J am not able fo ſay 
whither it be their nimblenelſe oꝛ their eagernes that 
furthereth their ſwiftnes.

be Females goe not to make befo:e they bee ten 
pteres vide,noz the Males defoze they bee flue; Two 
veeres they giue themſelnes fo generation, wherea- 
bouts they ſpend flue dayes in eche vere eEnof. aboue: 
and they returne not to the heard,befpze ſuch fyme as 
they baue waſhed thẽſelurs in running water, They 
neuer ſtryue foꝛ the Females : ſoꝛ there is no_avfilte- 
ry knowne among them. They haue in them the ver- 
tue of pittie. Foꝛ if they happen to finde a man going 
aſtray in the wildernefe , they guide bim into ſome 
beaten and knowne way.

not take ſhypping befoze it bee ſwozne to them that 
they ſhall return. The Oliphants of Mauritanie feare 
the Oliphants of Inde, and as though their conſcien - 
ces grudged at thepz owne ſmalneſſe, thep are afraide 
to come in their ſight, They growe in their dams bel- 
lies, not tenne.yeres (as the common repozte go⸗ 
eth) but two yeres as Ariſtotle determineth . And 
they neuer ingender but one time, no2 bzing fo:th mo 
then one at that once, They live thꝛte hundꝛed peres, 
but in anie wyſe they can not awaie with cold. They 
eate the bodies of Trees, ſwallowe ſfones, and loue 
aboue all things to ſiede of Dates. Moſt of all things 
they ſhunne the ſaugur of a Poule : and they wyl not 
eate of anie thing that ile haue fouched. Jfanie of 
them by cbance deuoure a Camzleon (which wozme 
is a poyſon to Dlypbants) he remedieth the miſchtefe 
by eating a wilde Oliue. Che byde on theyzbacks-is 
bery hard, and the ſkinne on their bellies is but ſoft, 
and they are altogetber {moth without haire. Be⸗ 
twene them and the Pꝛagons is continuall enmitie, 
and the ambuſh is laide fozthem in this wilie ſozte. 
The @erpents lurke by þ waie ſides, where the Dly- 
ants bie to goe cuſtomablie: and letting þ foꝛmoſte 
they aſſaile the hindermoſt, to the intent the 


firlt Would not be able to reſcue tbe laſt, and fir ſt they 


w2yths their tailes in knottes about theyz frete, that 
bauing ſnarled their legges, they may ſtaie them from 
going alwaie. Foz the Oliphants if they be not pꝛeut᷑⸗ 
ted and ſtaied by this winding about their fete, doo 
leane themſelues to tries oz ſtones, and therewith en- 
fozcing themſelnes,freade the Dzagons fo death. The 
chisfe canſe of their fighting is (as men ſaie) foz that 
Dlyphants haue great ſtoꝛe of blood, which is colder 
then the blood of other beaſtes, and thercfoze the Dꝛa⸗ 
gons do vnſatiatiably deſire it in the exceſſe of heate. 
Finallie, they neuer ſette vpon — but when —

baue dzunk theyꝛ bellies full, to the intent when their 
vaynes be well ſtuffed with moyſture, they may ſuck 
the moze out of them when they haue ouertom them. 
They ſeeke nothing ſo much as the eyes of the, which 
alonelie they know-may be periſhed: 63 els the inner 
parts of their eares;becatiſe that part cannot be defen- 
ded with their ſnowte. But when the Dꝛagons baue 
ſucked out their blode, they themſelues are alſo ouer⸗ 
whelmed with the fall of the beaſte: and fo the bloode 
that is ſhedde from them both ſoketh info the ground, 
and all the earth that is ſteeped therewith,becommeth 
a vernith to paint withall, called Cinnabar, The fire 
time that ener Dliphants were ne in Italy, was the 
fourebundzed, thꝛteſcoꝛe and twelfth ptere after the 
building of Rome, when Pyrrbus king of the Epirhors 
made warre againſt the Romaines: and becauſe they 
were ſcene in Lucanicfirſt, they called them Shen of

Foa nture 
bath gpnen theſe two markes to euerie notable beaſte 
fa be knowne by. Their thiefeſt fozce is in their bꝛeſt, 
and their chiefeſt ſedineſſe is in their heades. When 
they be chaced with dogs, they goe away diſdainfully, 
and now and then ſtaying, diſſemble they2-fozce wpfh 
piætente as thougb they cared not whither they went

mens) they foꝛſoke the gaming place, and ranne full 
fiyght fo the Capitoll, neuer ſtinting (although they 
bad manie lets by the way) befoꝛe ſuch time as they 
had gone tb2iſe about Jupiter Tarpeius righthandwiſe.
